Greater protection to creditors 
is given in a bill passed by the 
recent Legislature which requires 
the publication of a notice when 
bulk sales, transfers or assign¬ 
ments of a stock in trade are 
made which are not in the regular 
course of business. 

The law also requires publica¬ 
tion of such a notice in the event 
of the sale, transfer, assignment 
or mortgage of the fixtures or 
store equipment of a baker, cafe 
or restaurant owner, garage own¬ 
er, machinist, cleaner and dyer, 
or retail or wholesale merchant. 
Penalty for failure to record or 
publish is presumption that the 
transfer of ownership is inten¬ 
tionally fradulent. 

Effect of the law, an amend¬ 
ment to Section 3440, Civil Code, 
is to require one publication of 
the notice now required to be re¬ 
corded concerning such sales. 
Publication shall be completed not 
less than two days before the 
date of the Intended sale, trans¬ 
fer, assignment or mortgage and 
must be published within the 
township in which the sale takes 
place .The law is similar to one 
in Arizona where such notices of 
sale must be published once a 
week for three weeks in a week¬ 
ly newspaper or for ten days in a 
daily. i

DOUBTFUL SAVING 


Judging from the lively volume 
of protest, there may be more 
raving than saving over the new 
plan requiring all California's car 
owners to become their own tax 
assessors. 

In the happy, bygone days, de¬ 
termining the size of the “in lieu” 
property tax on a machine was 
easy as waiting for rain. A post¬ 
card merely arrived from Sacra¬ 
mento stating the amount. But 
no more will owners be kept 
posted by postcards. In the hope 
of making a saving, which many 
doubt, tax schedules will be post¬ 
ed in auto clubs and motor ve¬ 
hicle department offices, where 
Mr. John Motorist must betake 
himself to assess his car. 

But will this actually achieve a 
saving for the State ? In Cali¬ 
fornia, there are not ten or one 
hundred thousands car owners, 

| but more than two million. Its 
2,213,000 private passenger cars 
iand 221,000 motor carriers con¬ 
tribute 69 million a year to the 
state and counties, with the lat¬ 
ter, though numbering only one- 
tenth of the passenger vehicles, 
yielding more than one-fourth this 
entire tax total. 

Though the State’s two and a 
half million highway users pro¬ 
duce this mammoth pile of dol¬ 
lars, amounting to 69 million 
yearly, they’ll have to submit to 
the added burden of a tax-check¬ 
ing job. 

If it works, well and good. If 
it results in confusion, delay, and 
too much argumentative corres¬ 
pondence between John Motorist 
and Sacramento, the white hope 
of savings may be strangled by 
the sheer costliness of red tape. 
Though the motive is sound, the 
method has yet to prove itself.

world's biggest and richest free 
trade area, the United States. 
Viewing depression-drained trea¬ 
suries, states have been tempted 
to replenish their funds from 
state tariffs, ports of entry fees, 
and a host of special licensing 
charges and assessments. But 
they have not grown richer be¬ 
cause of it. Building border 
blockades is a game two can play 
at! Consider the barricades which 
confront a party of tourists mo¬ 
toring across the continent by 
special car. Recently a group of 
visiting English newspapermen 
sought to engage a New York 
bus for a charter trip to Cali¬ 
fornia. Before signing the con¬ 
tract, the car operator thought¬ 
fully checked with officials of 
several Western states through 
which the Journey was scheduled. 
What he discovered was a shock. 
New Mexico asked a special fee 
of $25; Arizona demanded a fee 
of $6.50 and a gross weight 
charge; Montana, a $15 filing 
fee and a $2 Insurance fee in ad¬ 
dition to other charges; Wyoming, 
a $5 fee, plus a revenue tax; 
Colorado ,a $20 fee, plus a reve¬ 
nue tax; Missouri, a $5 fee 
plus $3 a day vehicle tax; Kan¬ 
sas, a port of entry registration 
and two cents per mile tax; and 
California, $91 in license fees to 
travel 2000 miles, plus $140 ve¬ 
hicle tax. Needless to say, the 
proposed highway journey didn't 
take place. Since border block¬ 
ades, of whatever type, inevitably 
defeat their own purpose, an ar¬ 
mistice on the "war of the states” 
—in the interests of peace and 
prosperity—is definitely in order! 


Take me somewhere Blast of 
Suez where a man can raise a 
thirst,” declaims the hero of one 
of Rudyard Kipling's most famous 
poems.

Lome, Gordon 
Blanke and George Thompson 
were the Sierra Midre youths 
who gave all their available time 
to its construction. It was com¬ 
pleted yesterday and taken by 
truck to Pomona and will be in 
place when the fair opens todiy. 
For transportation the exhibit was 
taken apart and reassembled at 
the fair. 

Six wooden steps each 58 by 
45 inches mount upward and are 
topped with rays of the sun which 
i extend into the air.

No favorite in the cake realm out¬ 
ranks a good old-fashioned choco¬ 
late cake. Children and older folks, 
and men especially, love its rich 
moist goodness. Here is a simple 
recipe which will give you a delicacy 
which will send yeur family into 
ecstatic expressions at the first 
mouthful. 

Sour Milk Chocolate Cake 

Cream 1 cup sugar with 1 table¬ 
spoon shortening. Add 1 cup *sour 
milk alternately with 1 teaspoon 
soda, 1 teaspoon salt and 1!4 cups 
flour which have been sifted to¬ 
gether. Melt 3 teaspoons grated 
chocolate and add. Pour into a low 
flat pan and bake in a 350-degrce 
oven for 30 minutes. 

A cake is as good as its method 
of baking, and it is important that 
this cake be baked at a low, even 
temperature. An electric range is 
ideal for this type of baking. Its 
heat is absolutely dependable at any 
degree, and it may be relied upon to 
remain at the proper point during 
the entire baking time. This helps 
produce a light, even-textured cake, 
delicately browned and wholly de¬ 
licious. 

A seven-minute icing is good with 
this cake. Put 1 cup sugar, 1 egg 
white and 3 tablespoons water in a 
pan and cook for seven minutes, 
beating constantly. Cook in an or¬ 
dinary pan on low heat if you have 
an electric range; otherwise use a 
double boiler.
